LONDON (CP)—Consideration 
is being given to the possibility 
of inviting the Dominions to dis 
cuss.some phases of war policies 
before they are definitely drawn 
up for submission to the. war 
cabinet, Viscount Cranborne. Do 
minions Secretary, disclosed to 
day in the House of Lords 

Such a plan--first broached 
Jan. 13 by Sir Earle Page, special 
Australian Minister to London— 
would concern questions of de- 
fence, foreign affairs and sup- 
plies. 

“We have got some definite 
propositions . for the Domin- 
ions and any Dominion who likes 
may take advantage of these fa- 
cilities,” Lord Cranborne said. 

“Anything we can do which 
produces harmony we shall be 
delighted to adopt so long as It 
has practical possibility.” 

Referring to Viscount Ben- 
nett’s suggestion Wednesday that 
the Dominions should be willing 
to give their representatives the 
power to act for them tn an im- 
a war cabinet, the Domin 

Secretary admitted this was 
the case during the first Great 
War,--but= questioned -. whether. it 
was again feasible.

S a part of the general plan to halt further increases in the Cost of 
Living, the Government on December 1; 1941, extended the 
policy of the Price Ceiling to rentals for all commercial and housing 
accommodation in Canade. Generally speaking the new rental laws 


provide that: 


(1) No oral or written lease for any commercial or housing accommodation 
(furnished or unfurnished) may legally be made after October 11, 
1941, at a rental higher than the rental lawfully payable under the 
lease in effect on that date unless an application for increased rental 
has been made to and approved by a local Rentals Committee of the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board.

If this notice to 
vacate is contested by the tenant, the landlord must secure a Court 


Order for possession. 


Copies of all Rental Orders and Regulations of the Board and applica- 
tion forms for rental variations are available from any of the regional 
or sub-offices of the Wartime Prices and Trade Board, and, in areas 
where such offices are not yet established, from the Clerk of any 
County or District Court or local Rentals Committee:

Senility Cause 
Of Overcrowding 


Essondale .mental hospital is 
overcrowded largely because of 
senility cases, Dr. E. J, Ryan, 
medical superintendent, told the 
legislature's social welfare com 
mittee 

In Essondale .at the present 
time, Di tyan said, are about 
400 such cases and if they could 
be discharged room would be 
made for treatment of real men- 
tal cases 

“I think family care, under pre- 


sent conditions, will have to. be 
tried for these people,” Dr. Ryan 
said. “But the homes to which 
they will be sent wil] have to be 
handpicked and supervised by 
persons trained in this work. You « 
must always remember these 
cases come to us as 4 Jast resort.” 

Caring for-persons over 50 who 
have become senile and for whom 
nothing can be done, is the hos 
pital’s biggest problem, Dr. Ryan 
said. 

He tok the committee of dif. 
ficulties caused by depletion of 
the medical and nursing staffs, 
doctors and male nurses leaving 
to join the armed services.
